DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement, 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "62" has been used to designate both helical grooves and 
the groove of the first mandrel. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a) at page 4 
line 3 reference numeral 62 refers to helical grooves and at linel 5 of the same page 
reference numeral 62 refers to the groove of the first mandrel. As the drawings show, 
this one numeral is being used to show two different features. The numerals should be 
different, the change should be carried out throughout the specification and the changes 
should coincide with the changes to the drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: at claim 1 line 
19 "second fed passage" must be changed to -second feed passage-. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the feature wherein an upper 
surface of a lower inner die has a first groove extending from the upper end of the first 
feed passage to the longitudinal axis and the lower surface of an upper inner die 
member immediately above the lower die member has a second groove extending from 
the upper end of the first feed passage to the longitudinal axis and forming a second 
feed passage with the first groove. The closest prior art, Farrell (3,809,515), fails to 
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show this groove had by each of the two inner dies and extending to the longitudinal 
axis. 

References of Interest 

7. Planeta et al (5,690,972), Sagar (5,738,881), Mavridis (5,716,650) and Teutsch 
et al (5,393,216) are cited of interest to show the state of the art. 

Conclusion 

8. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

the reference numeral 62 being used to set forth two different features (the error 
being in both the specification and the drawings) must be consistently changed for at 
least one feature; 

at line 19 of claim 1 , "second fed passage" must be changed to -second feed 
passage-. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
